We know of only one other copy which has passed 
through the Sale Room during the past fifteen ‘years as against 
nine or ten of the combined edition. 


This copy recently came to hght in Cornwall. Its history 
is unknown. Blake had one Cornish patron, John Hawkins, 
who in his early days tried to raise a subscription to send him 
to study at Rome. Hawkins must have possessed a copy, 
which has never been traced, and his name offers at any rate 
a basis for conjecture.
